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Texans Hear Rickenbacker on Freedom 
and Study New Sales and Operating Methods 


IN TWO DAYS of spirited busi- 
ness sessions in Galveston late last 
month, members of the Lumber- 
men’s Association of Texas, in an- 
nual convention, divided their at- 
tention between perfection of tech- 
nique within the retail yard and 
realistic action necessary to pre- 
serve the American system that 
makes retail lumber yards and oth- 
er commerce possible 

After four speakers had voiced 
ominous doubts about the future of 
free enterprise, Texas lumbermen 
were so impressed that they unani- 
mously adopted a series of ringing 
resolutions 

In one resolution the association 
stripped off its gloves and bare- 
handedly challenged the national 
administration. Pointing to fading 
freedom, extravagance, and the 
fact that courageous opponents of 
the socialistic trend “‘are picked off 
like sitting duck this resolution 
called for pooling of thinking and 
acting with other groups, and 
pledged individual members to 


dedication of their efforts “from 
now on to this cause until liberty 
and freedom is again secure with- 
in this country.” 

Another resolution expressed ap 
proval of the Hoover commission 
report. But all four others ex- 
pressed vigorous opposition to fur- 
ther public housing legislation, 
continuance of “so-called” small 
business loans, unequal taxation 
as reflected in 
ops, and extension of rent control 

This 46th annual convention of 
Texas dealers, Apri] 23-25, attract- 
ed more than 3,000 persons to Gal- 
veston. At least 65 cent of 
those present were dealers or deal- 
er personnel, it was estimated by 
Gene Ebersole, executive vice-
